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UNWARRANTED EXAMINATIONS 

_. patente have come to THE 

SPECTATOR that insurance officials or 
examiners in a few of, the smaller States 
appear to be resuming the tactics which 
brought certain States into disrepute a 
quarter of a century ago. We refer to 
the making of alleged examinations of 
insurance companies, which are wholly 
unnecessary and unwarranted. Some 
twenty-five years ago THE SPECTATOR 
exposed the unsavory methods of exam- 
iners from certain Western and Southern 
States who made it a practice to “ex- 
amine” insurance companies in a per- 
lunctory manner, and then present bills 
out of all proportion to the work done in 
the so-called “examination.” At that time 
lit Spectator threw light on the meth- 
ods of one examiner who ostensibly rep- 
resented Texas and South Dakota, in 
connection with his visits to the offices of 
Msurance companies, and likewise patd 
Its respects to other representatives of 
State insurance departments which were 
conducted along the lines not in accord 
With the best ethics of State supervision,

notably, for example, in the case of a rep- 
resentative of Kansas. 

The officials of important States cus- 
tomarily examine companies domiciled 
therein about once in three years, and if 
the official of any other State in which 
such a company transacts business has 
reason to doubt the solvency of such a 
company, it can join the home State of- 
ficial in making the periodical examina- 
tion. 

In these enlightened days it is hardly 
likely that the hold-up methods which 
were exposed and done away with over 
twenty years ago through the efforts of 
Tue Spectator and the Eastern insur- 
ance companies could be successfully re- 
vived ; certain it is that any official or ex- 
aminer attempting to exploit his office in 
such a manner will find that the, white 


light of publicity will soon render his ef- 


forts useless. 





ENATOR SMOOT, one of the three 

members of the sub-committee of the 
Senate Finance Committee, having al- 
ready declared himself strongly in favor 
of continuing the present method of pay- 
ment of soldiers’ and sailors’ life insur- 
ance by the Government, namely, in two- 
hundred and forty monthly payments, 
gives additional force to the statement of 
Senator Hoke Smith, who has put him- 
self on record upon the subject to a rep- 
resentative of THE Specrator, as fol- 
lows: “I am warmly in favor of continu- 
ing payments of life insurance to de- 
pendents of insured soldiers and sailors 
on the monthly payment plan.” It thus 
appears that these two committeemen, 
whose opinions are of the utmost im- 
portance, are in accord in desiring that 
the present system of monthly income to 
dependents should be maintained in the 
future. It is undoubtedly the wisest plan, 
having regard to the continuing need of 
dependents and the liability to loss of the 
principal if insurance is paid in a lump 
sum. For the welfare of the families of 
the insured men, it is hoped that the 
views of the statesmen named above will 
prevail in connection with the future con- 
ditions of Government policies. 





A NOTHER demonstration was given 
last Monday of the fact that no 
Section of the country is immune from 
destructive storms.

sands of dollars’ worth of property was 
destroyed in and around Hempstead, L. 
I., by a storm which only lasted a few 
minutes, but was violent enough to carry, 
for considerable distances, iron girders 
which had been torn from a building by 
a stroke of lightning. It is evident, there- 
fore, that tornado or windstorm insur- 
ance is a desirable class of indemnity for 
property-owners to possess in any part 
of the country, and fire insurance agents 
should avail of every object lesson like 
that of Monday last to emphasize its 
potential importance. 





HERE seems to be a disposition on 

the part of the authorities of some 
of the States not to await the further in- 
vestigation of the necessity and justifica- 
tion for the ten per cent surcharge put on 
fire insurance premiums to cover in- 
creased costs due to the war, but to sum- 
marily order the surcharge discontinued. 
The fire insurance companies are being 
put to considerable trouble to compile data 
concerning this matter, and it would seem 
but fair to them and the commissioners’ 
committee that the various States should 
await the further examination into this 
subject being made by the sub-committee 
of the National Convention of Insurance 
Commissioners, instead of taking drastic 
steps to eradicate the surcharge. The 
companies are complying with the re- 
quests for information as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and the commissioners’ committee 
will soon be in possession of a consider- 
able amount of data which should enable 
them to learn of the necessity for addi- 
tional income on the part of the fire in- 
surance companies. 





ys opinion recently rendered by the 
assistant attorney general of North 
Dakota places an interesting construction 
upon the valued policy law of that State. 
A hypothetical question was submitted 
in which a building valued at $5,000 was 
insured for $2,500, being the first com- 
pany’s limit, and then insured for $2,500 
or $3,000 in another company. As the 
sum covered by the first of the companies 
was within a two-thirds or three-quarter 
limit of value that the company intended 
to carry, it was inquired what effect the 
double insurance, possibly exceeding the 
actual value of the property, would have 
in case of a total loss. The assistant at-

COMBINED SURRENDER AND LAPSE 
TERMINATIONS* 
HE compilation presented herewith 
is a combination of the two tables 
which appeared in Ture Specrator of 
July 24, and covers a period of twenty 
years from 1899 to 1918, inclusive. In 
studying this table, the varying methods 
which the majority of companies have 
adopted since 1905, as regards their sur- 
render value plans, should be taken into 
consideration. Present plans provide for 
surrender values after three vears, but 
in some instances such values have been 
granted after two premiums have been 
paid, and a few companies offer surren- 
der values at the end of the first year. 
The percentages shown in the accom- 
panying table have been obtained by di- 
viding the total number of policies ter- 
minated by surrender and lapse, by the

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written in 1918 than in any previous year 
in the history of life insurance. The per- 
centage of surrender and_ lapse has 
dropped from 4.13 per cent in 1917 to 
3.95 1918, indicating that 
policyholders in recent years have been 
educated to a greater extent than ever 
before as to the value of life insurance 
and also as to the fact that a lapsed or 
surrendered policy means an individual

NEW YORK SURVEYS 


One in Six.—If you were to be asked, 
off-hand, how many fires occurred in sprink- 
lered properties, or in what proportion of such 
properties fires occurred, it would not, prob- 
ably, unless you were a student in the subject, 
occur to you that as many as one in six of 
such risks are subjected to a fire. If one pauses 
to think a moment, it seems only a reasonable 
proportion, because these risks represent, in 
most cases, the most hazardous properties as 
well as the most busy ones in a community life, 
and both of these causes contribute to the 
starting of fires. Hence, the sprinklered prop- 
erties have a large number of fires in propor- 
tion to the total number of sprinklered risks. 
This is true in New York territory as well as 
in other sections. 

The Insurance Commissioners and Sal- 
aries Paid.—It is a curious fact that when 
an Insurance Commissioner asks the compa- 
nies for certain information, the matter, when 
it reaches the public prints, is usually in the 
form of fault-finding with the request. Now 
it so happens that this will not make for the 
better relations of the companies with the 
Commissioners, but in addition thereto it has 
the defect of overlooking the fact that the 
Commissioners are legally entitled to the in- 
formation, and can enter a company’s office 
and get it at any time. All the transactions 
of any insurance company are opened to the 
review of the Insurance Commissioner, and 
in every State they have full rights and au- 
thority. That being so, might it not be politic 
to change the attitude which characterizes 
much of the comment when some requests are 
made? 

The Exact Situation—New York citv is 
one of the few spots in the United States 
Where we secure twice a year, July and Janu- 
ary, returns of the business transacted for the 
previous six months. These returns are now 
coming forward for the first six months of 
1919, and it is the opinion of the Street that 
there will be a substantial decrease from one 
year ago. Some put it as high as twenty per 
cent, but that is probably not borne out by the 
returns thus far filed when taken as a whole. 
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The decrease will probably amount to about 
fifteen per cent for this territory. After all, 
New York city is not the United States, but 
the companies doing business there are doing 
business the country over, so in estimating 
their six months’ business they are not un- 
mindful of country-wide conditions, and these 
are showing no falling off, but would probably 
show an increase for the first six months if 
exact data could be secured. Some of the 
companies already are reporting an increase 
for the first six months in their country-wide 
business. Even in the local territory the down- 
ward curve was checked in June, and since 
July came in there has been no falling off. 

The Surcharge._-This expedient, which 
was adopted by the insurance companies very 
largely to cover the increased cost of doing 
business during the war period, will, of course, 
eventually disappear—perhaps in the near 
future. That seems to be the accepted view. 
Probably as an income producer it was over- 
estimated in its importance, but its value was 
not alone in the sum it produced, but in the 
recognition of the fact that war conditions 
hade fair to increase not only expenses, but 
also losses. Assuming that the advance had 
been collected upon something over four hun- 
dred millions of fire insurance premiums paid 
last year, the total would only have been forty 
millions; but it was not collected on any such 
sum, and it is doubtful if it yielded over twenty- 
five millions. When it is removed there will 
doubtless be a decrease in the friction between 
the companies and the insuring public, as well 
as between the companies and various govern- 
ing bodies, 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST 

Few Terminal Elevator Fires.—The fire 
insurance companies expect that the Gov- 
ernment will soon surrender its control of 
wheat now that the war emergency is past, 
and that the insurance of this leading staple 
will once more be open to the companies. The 
Grain Corporation, which handled the wheat 
for the Government, did not lose a dollar by 
fire on wheat in terminal elevators. This Gov- 
ernment experience is‘ largely duplicated by 
that of the Underwriters Grain Association, 
which has insured all grain in terminal ele- 
vators other than belonging to the Govern- 
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ment, and which in over eleven months has 
had only three fire losses, amounting to less 
than $5000, two of these due to lightning. 

Dry Weather Favors Fires.—The wide- 
spread drouth in the West is greatly increas- 
ing the fire hazards of the country. The situa- 
tion is regarded as serious by the farm insur- 
ance companies. In some sections of the 
Northwest there has been no rain for months, 
and everything is so dry that a spark would 
easily start a serious conflagration. Forest 
fires have been raging for weeks in several 
States, and the Government has recently made 
an appropriation of $500,000 to fight them. 


BOSTON AND VICINITY 

Three Companies Admitted.—Three com- 
panies were admitted to the Commonwealth 
last week. The Bankers and Shippers Insur- 
ance Company was admitted to do a fire and 
marine business, and appointed F. Gair 
Macomber agent for Massachusetts. The 
American Fire Insurance Corporation of New 
York was admitted to do a fire business, and 
appointed Herbert C, Fairfield agent for Mas- 
sachusetts. The Manufacturers Liability In- 
surance Company of Jersey City was admitted 
to write workmen’s compensation and liability 
lines. Dwight W. Sleeper has been made rep- 
resentative of the company for the State. 

Insurance and Banking Departments 
Combined.—The Consolidation Bill was 
passed and signed by the Governor last week 
in slightly revised form, the signed bill being 
House 1900 changed from House 1830. The 
118 boards and departments of the State were 
merged into twenty departments. Insurance 
was joined with banking. However, the Insur- 
ance Department remains unchanged, and even 
the physical properties of the Department will 
he the same. The Banking Department will 
continue to maintain separate offices. The In- 
surance Commissioner will henceforth be 
known as Commissioner of Insurance, and 
will perform the duties of the Insurance Com- 
missioner. Though the division of savings 
bank life insurance is also given a commis- 
sioner as its chief, both the banking and in- 
surance division will make examinations in 
this division as heretofore.

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PAYS FIRST AEROPLANE LOSS 
Firemans Fund Reports Case of Fire Due 
to Forced Landing on Poor Ground 
The

Firemens Fund of San Francisco ad- 
its first aeroplane loss last 


week. The plane, a Curtiss model owned by 
Charles I. Stoffer of Vallejo, Cal., was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire, originating from 


damage done the fuel supply system by a land- 
ing on poor ground, which partially upset the 
plane and broke one blade of its propeller. 
The pilot of the plane was forced to make 
a landing without choosing his ground because 
of the interference of his passenger with the 
plane’s controlling mechanism during the flight. 
It seems that the controlling wires of the plane 
passed back through the passenger’s seat, and 
that after leaving, the passenger began to 
meddle with these wires, making it almost 
impossible for the pilot to control his plane. 
The pilot, realizing the danger, made the best 
and quickest landing possible. He was unhurt, 
but the passenger was rather seriously injured. 


Regulations as to Federal Taxes 

A supplement to the regulations previously 
issued relative to the collection and payment 
of taxes on fire, tornado, marine, etc., insur- 
ance policies has been issued by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue to apply to the stamp tax 
on foreign policies. This tax is included in 
subdivision 15, schedule A. and provides for a 
tax of three cents on each dollar, or fractional 
part thereof, of the premium charged upon poli- 
cies issued to individual residents or domestic 
corporations or partnerships by any foreign 
corporation in partnership or individual not a 
resident of the United States, when such policy 
is not signed or countersigned by an officer 
or agent of the insurer in a State, territory 
or district of the United States within which 
such insurer is authorized to do business. Re- 
insurance policies are exempt from this tax. 

The tax applies to all policies issued and 
accepted after April 1, 1919, and the insurer, 
the agent or broker, effecting the insurance, 
and also the insured, are each liable for the 
tax, and stamps must be affixed to the original 
insurance document; and upon open policies, 
stamps may be affixed to receipts for monthly 
or other payments, but receipts must carry 
marks identifying the original instruments to 
which they apply. 

The insured must retain every policy so is- 
sued for at least two years. Instruments sub- 
sequently issued confirming previous contracts 
must refer thereto; and if providing for a 
greater premium than the original document, 
must carry additional stamps. 

No tax is imposed on premiums charged for 
insurance covering commodities in process of 
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exportation. The regulations also cover other 
details such as construction of ‘‘movable prop- 
erty,’’ credits and refunds, penalties and re- 
turns. 


Cedar Rapids Starch Loss Adjusted 


The loss on the Douglas Starch Works at 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., which occurred in June, has 
finally been adjusted. The delay was largely 
due to the insistence of the fire insurance com- 
panies that the explosion insurance placed in 
London Lloyds should contribute to the loss. 
Although the owners of the plant claimed that 
the explosion was due to fire, the fire insurance 
companies held that serious damage was done 
by the explosion in most of the buildings be- 
fore the fire reached them, and some allowance 
should .be made for this. After several con- 
ferences the property loss on the general form 
insurance was adjusted and fixed at $2,194,700.74. 
From this $232,507 was deducted for explosion 
damage, and is paid by the $390,000 of explosion 
insurance in London Lloyds and the Excess 
Insurance Company. This leaves a fire loss 
of $1,962,192, of which the companies pay under 
the ninety per cent clause $1,868,792. This 
makes the owner of the property a co-insurer 
for nearly $100,000, he being underinsured, while 
the deduction for explosion damage is regarded 
as setting a record. The proofs of loss are 
now being made up and payment on the basis 
reached will be recommended. 

Rate Hearings in Indiana 

On August 18 a 





hearing will be given by 
the State Insurance Department of Indiana 
concerning the position taken by the State, 
that any rates in force at the time that the 
rating law went into effect should be regarded 
as the legal rates on the particular risks 
affected. 

This means that if policies had been issued 
at cut rates such reduced rates become the 
legal rates on such risks. 

On August 19 a hearing will be given upon 
the general subject of the ten per cent war 
surcharge. The companies are advised by the 
rating expert to keep their records of Indiana 
business in such a manner that, if it becomes 
necessary, they can refund the surcharge on 
premiums written subsequent to July 15, 1919. 


Fire Adjuster Wins Suit 

A suit recently decided by the Appellate 
Term, confirming a jury verdict in the New 
York Municipal Court, sustained the right of 
Lyons, Stadholz & Company, fire adjusters, 68 
William street, to five per cent of the amount 
of compensation obtained by Goldberg & Eisen, 
118 West 22d street, New York, after the fire 
which occurred at the last-mentioned address 
on Oct. 11, 1918. Lyons & Stadholz had been 
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Thursday 
engaged to act as adjusters and contract 
signed, but later the Goldberg & Eisen firm 


refused to permit them to act, engaged another 
adjuster and received $15,323.63 as compensa- 
tion, Suing for $766.18, five per cent of this 
amount and exhibiting their contract, Lyons 
& Stadholz obtained the jury verdict sustained 
in the higher court. 





Lightning Fires in Kansas 

The month of June was the worst month in 
many years for fires caused by lightning in 
Kansas. L. T. Hussey, State Fire Marshal, has 
just completed the compilation of the causes 
of fires during the month, and the report 
shows thirty-one lightning fires in the State, 
causing a loss of $83,235. Of these fires only 
one was on a rodded building and the loss in 
this fire was only $500. One oil tank was struck 
by lightning and burned, with a loss of $50,000 
There were 146 fires in the State in June, 
causing a loss of $176,752. There were sixty- 
two fires in dwellings, thirty in barns and 
fifteen in stores. The oil tank fire was the 
heaviest loss of any in the State during the 
month.

The Attorney-General of Michigan has filed 
a petition in the Supreme Court for peremptory 
mandamus on the fire insurance companies, 
to show cause why the. recent order issued by 
Judge Collingwood at Lansing in the surcharge 
case should not be vacated. The order con- 
tinued the temporary injunction restraining the 
Insurance Commissioner from interfering with 
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the collection of the surcharge, and dissolution 
is asked on the ground that the court was 
without jurisdiction; that the injunction re- 
strains a public official from performing his 
duties as prescribed by law; that it unlawfully 
establishes and fixes a rate by judicial proceed- 
ings, and that the surcharge is unlawful and 
arbitrary. 


Surcharge Removal Demanded 


The authorities in several States have de- 
manded that the ten per cent surcharge on 
fire insurance premiums shall be removed. In 
Illinois, the authorities have notified the com- 
panies to refund the surcharge on October 15. 
In Ohio, the Governor has demanded that the 
surcharge be removed by August 1; and in 
Indiana, a hearing will be held on the sub- 
ject on August 19. 
Insurance Commissioners having to do with 
this subject will meet in New York on August 4. 





Colorado Rates Ordered Reduced 


Insurance Commissioner Fairchild of Colo- 
rado has ordered a reduction of fire insurance 
rates in the State, taking effect September 1. 
This is based upon the new rating law of 
Colorado, which permits the Commissioner to 
order reductions if the experience of previous 
years shows that the companies have been 
making more than five per cent profit on under- 
writing. He announces that the fire premiums 
in Colorado last year were $3,827,247, with 
losses paid of $939,703. He therefore orders 
a lowering of rates to produce an aggregate 
reduction of at least $250,000 yearly. 


Western Schedules Revised 


The flour mill and country elevator schedule, 
which has been in course of preparation for a 
number of months, has been approved by the 
subscribers’ actuarial committee -and by the 
joint conference committee, and will be sent 
out to the raters this week. 

New Supplements to the analytic system of 
rating have been completed, and will be dis- 
tributed in August. They bring the schedules 
up to date, making some changes in the occu- 
pancy charges and necessary revision in vari- 
ous details to promote clearness, brevity and 
ease of application.

The Peninsular Fire of Saginaw, Mich., is 
rapidly completing the sale of its authorized 
capital of $250,000, with a surplus of equal 
amount, and expects to begin business in 
August, J. Floyd Irish is secretary-treasurer 
and underwriting manager.

States, entering others for reinsurance. 


M. C. Miller to Go with Royal

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LABOR TROUBLES AND INSUR- 
ANCE 


Riot and Civil Commotion Protection in 
Demand at Chicago 

The present and impending labor troubles 
have resulted in the writing of particularly an 
enormous amount of strike insurance in Chi- 
cago, where there are now 150,000 workmen 
out in Chicago, and those conversant with the 
situation say that the chances are that 300,- 
000 will be out before August 1. There seems 
to be a sort of strike fever among the working- 
men, the employes in several plants having 
gone out without making any demands what- 
ever. So far there have been few disturbances 
except at the Corn Products Plant at Argo, 
where several were killed in a riot, but no 
damage was done to property. The possibili- 
ties of trouble are serious, however, and the 
police officials fear that bloodshed will ensue 
before the trouble is cleared up. In the face of 
such conditions, owners of property subject 
to damage by strikes regard the premium they 
pay for protection as very reasonable, espe- 
cially as in the case of prosperous plants they 
can charge this premium to expense, and thus 
secure a reduction in their excess profits tax. 


Must Not Smoke Near Threshers 

In an effort to prevent many of the fires in 
wheat fields in Kansas, L. T. Hussey, State 
Fire Marshal, has issued an order prohibiting 
workmen around threshing machines from 
smoking. The order also prohibits the men 
carrying matches except in metal cases. The 
ruling was made at the request of many far- 
mers, who assert that they are unable to en- 
force their own requests that the men refrain 
from smoking while working, or while the ma- 
chines are in the fields. The fire marshal has 
also requested the owners of all threshing 
outfits to carry fire extinguishers, and that all 
steam engines be equipped with spark arresters. 

While these orders are expected to stop fires 
in the wheat fields, they do not reach the 
greatest danger to the wheat. These are the 
men driving in motor cars and throwing cigar 
and cigarette stumps into the grass or stubble 
alongside the roads, 


Donors of Fireboat Unknown 

City Manager Ashburner of Norfolk, Va., 
says that statements credited to him by Norfolk 
papers to the effect that the South Eastern 
Underwriters Association had offered to give 
that city a fireboat on condition the city would 
man it and provide for its upkeep were in- 
correct. He explained that ‘‘certain parties” 
had offered the boat, but he did not undertake 
to disclose their identity. 
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National Reserve to Enter New York 
The National Reserve of Chicago is apply- 
ing for admission to New York State to con- 
duct a fire insurance business. It is capitalized 
at $300,000, and is expected to have a surplus 
of a like amount. 


Idaho Fire Organizing 
A new company to be known as the Idaho Fire 
Insurance Company is in course of formation 
at Pocatello, Idaho.

SOLDIERS’ INSURANCE MAY BE 
REINSTATED 


Within Eighteen Months After Discharge No 
Back Premiums Required Except for 
Month of Grace 


Reinstatement of lapsed Government insur- 
ance without requiring the payment of all pre- 
miums to date, just announced by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, caused very little surprise 
here, owing to the knowledge that the situa- 
tion as regards Government insurance is acute, 
and that both the Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance and Congress have been attempting to 
devise means for inducing discharged service 
men to continue their policies. 

The new regulations provide that men who 
have dropped their insurance may reinstate 
it within eighteen months after discharge with- 
out paying the back premiums, the only pre- 
miums required being those for the month of 
grace allowed under the policy and for the 
current month in which reinstatement is made. 
It is also provided that if insurance lapses 
after their eighteen-month period, it also may 
be reinstated on similar condition, providing 
only that at the time of application for rein- 
statement the policy shall not have been lapsed

for more than a year. 
Insurance Cholmeley-Jones 
menting upon the new rules: 

The present decision is one of the most im- 
portant to former service men that has been 
made in the history of the bureau. Many ser- 
vice men have been deterred from availing 
themselves of the former and less liberal rein- 
statement privileges by reason of the rela- 
tively large amount of money represented by 
accumulated overdue premiums, and that it 
would seem that they were paying for some- 
thing that they never had, which, in fact, was 
the case. ° 

Under the new decision a man is relieved of 
the burden of overdue premiums. He has an 
opportunity to rehabilitate himself financially 
after getting out of the army, navy or marine 
corps, and to reinstate his insurance any time 
Within eighteen months following discharge 
without the burden of paying a large amount 
of money. 

The reason payment for the month of grace 
is required under the new decision is that the 
insured was protected by reason of his insur- 
ance continuing in force during that month, and 
that had he died during the period of grace 
his policy would have been paid.

The Dirigible Disaster at Chicago 


The compensation insurance on the employees 
of the Illinois Trust & Savings Bank, Chicago, 
was covered by the Maryland Casualty of 
Baltimore, which has had the business for 
several years. Under the Illinois compensa- 
tion law, $4000 is payable for each of the deaths 
caused by the falling balloon, the amount due 
to the injured depending upon their salaries 
and the duration of their disability. Bank 
employees are usually regarded as not subject 
to many hazards, but the very unusual char- 
acter of the accident has shown the necessity 
of protection even under the most favorable 
circumstances. The Maryland Casualty is com- 
piling the data on the injured and killed em- 
ployees, and will take up the adjustment as 
soon as their families are ready. It will take 
subrogation, of course, of their claims against 
the Goodyear Rubber Company, which owned 
the airship which caused the disaster. Some of 
the expert compensation claim men of Chicago 
hold that there is considerable question as to 
legal liability under the compensation act, as 
the injuries did not arise out of and in con- 
sequence of their employment. While it is 
true that the employees were engaged at their 
usual occupations in the bank, the injuries were 
due to an entirely outside force, having no 
connection with the bank. There are several 
decisions of the Illinois Supreme Court which 
seem to hold that the employer,is not liable 
under such conditions. This anaatien will prob- 
ably have to be settled before payment is made, 
as the Goodyear Rubber Company might claim’ 
that there was no legal liability under the 
policies and that the Maryland Casualty acted 
outside its contract, and therefore had no claim 
upon the Goodyear Company. On the other 
hand, there are those who think that it would 
be advantageous for the Goodyear Company if 
the compensation claims were settled by the 
insurance company, as the settlement reached 
fixes the limit of liability, while the injured 
persons could refuse to accept compensation, 
and could sue the Goodyear Company for very 
much larger amounts than they would secure 
under the compensation law. 


Release for Posthumous Child 


Is an unborn child bound by the release of 
its mother? This interesting question has 
been raised in the District Court here in con- 
nection with a compensation case. The hus- 
band and father lost his life whilst in the em- 
ploy of the Utah’s Copper Company, and the 
company sought to have an award made by the 
State Industrial Commission set aside on the 
ground that it did not protect them, as the 
widow had no authority to sign a release for her 
child yet unborn. Under the Utah law the death 
benefits apply only where the dependents of 
the deceased workman release the employer 
from further liability in consideration of the 
compensation award made by the commission. 

Should this be true, the posthumous child, 
according to the company, could sue in its own 
right because of not having been bound by 
the action of its guardian appointed before 
birth, as would be the case under statute pro- 
vision for such appointment. Mrs. Rushton, 








the widow in question, was appointed guardian 
for both the living children and the prospec- 
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tive child. The contention of the company is 
that such appointment has no value under the 
workmen’s compensation act so far as the 
unborn child is concerned, because of the 
absence of provision in the act for such 
guardianship. 

So far the case has not been settled. 


Hotel Men’s Mutual Formed 


The Hotel Mens Mutual Insurance Company 
has just been formed in Massachusetts, its 
membership including the principal hotels of 
New England. It will do a workmen’s compen- 
sation, automobile and liability business for 
the present, though its charter permits any 
form of insurance to be written. Eventually 
it is hoped to make the company national in 
its scope, 

Experts in insurance have been engaged hy 
the hotel men. Major M. H. Barton, well known 
in Boston and Hartford, is general manager 
and underwriter. Major Barton was at one 
time with the Hartford and Aitna, and recently 
has been in the Boston offices of Gilmour & 
Rothery. 

For twenty-two years he has studied work- 
men’s compensation in every State of the 
country and is a recognized authority in that 
line as well as in liability insurance. The new 
mutual will follow the rates of the manual. 


Winding Up the Equitable Surety 
Assets of the Equitable Surety Company, a 
Missouri corporation, were placed in charge 
of State Superintendent of Insurance Harty, on 
July 12, by the St. Louis Circuit Court. The 
action was taken on application of Superinten- 
dent Harty, and was assented to by the :ep- 
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resentative of the company, Attorney Fred L. 
English. The company has not done any busi- 
ness since 1915, and its affairs hav2 been in 
process of liquidation, with W. R. Hammond, 
vice-president, as liquidating officer. It was 
stated that he will be continued in charge of 
winding up the affairs of the company under 
the supervision of the Insurance Commissioner. 

Current claims are placed at more than $80,- 
000, to pay which the company has available 
assets on hand of not more than $70,000. How- 
ever, it was set forth that there are many 
sources from which it is reasonable to suppose 
the company will eventually recover substan- 
tial salvage on losses heretofore paid. 





Strike Insurance Company 

Edward C. Meyers, president of the Employers 
Mutual Insurance and Service Company of 
Baltimore, the new company which is being 
organized to insure employers of labor 
against loss of fixed charges and profits due 
to strikes, has been in Chicago, interesting 
employers and brokers in the proposition. The 
company will not begin until it has secured 
200 subscribers with an initial premium of at 
least $750,000. There must also be the required 
territorial and industrial distribution to se- 
cure a proper basis of average. Mr. Meyers 
reports that both brokers and employers recog- 
nize the desirability of such insurance. He 
now expects that the company will begin busi- 
ness within two months. The plan provides for 
local organizations in a half-dozen of the 
principal industrial centers at the start, with 
a local secretary in charge who is conversant 
with insurance and industrial conditions. There 
is also to be an advisory board of high-class

Certain Bonds Not Taxed 


Bonding companies furnishing bonds to pro- 
tect the Government against the presentation 
of lost or destroyed war risk checks, are ad- 
vised that such bonds are exempt from the 
stamp tax provided by subdivision 2, Schedule A, 
of the revenue law. 

Claims for insurance under the war risk act 
are paid by checks, and such checks are some- 
times lost or accidentally destroyed before 
payment. Under section .3646 of the Revised 
Statutes, bonds of indemnity for the protec- 
tion of the United States have to be given 
before a duplicate check can be issued, and 
it is such bonds which are now declared ex- 
empt from taxation, 


To Reduce Occupational Diseases 

The Industrial Commission of Wisconsin is 
planning a campaign to reduce the number of 
occupational diseases in the State. In its 
appropriation for the next two years there is 
included an item for the employment of a sani- 
tary engineer, whose duties will be to assist 
employers in the removal of dust and fumes, 
and reduce such hazards as lead poisoning, 
caisson disease, trade eczema, and tuberculosis 
in sand blasting. 

Chapter 447, Laws of 1919, has extended the 
compensation act to all injuries growing out 
of and incidental to the employment. This 
amendment makes employers liable to the pay- 
ment of compensation for any occupational dis- 
ease developed by the employee as a result of 
his employment. 


Ohio Compensation Statistics 

According to the annual report of H. H. 
Hamm, director of claims for the Ohio Indus- 
trial Commission, 870 men were killed in in- 
dustrial accidents in Ohio during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1919. There was a total of 152,265 
accidents during the year, while 152,265 claims 
were filed during the year. The Commission 
disposed of 162,169, or about 10,000 more than 
were filed. There were left pending at the end 
of the fiscal year 5502 claims, The commission 
rejected 1089 claims. There was a balance of 
nearly 20,000,000 in the workmen’s compensa- 
tion found at the close of the year. This 
balance is the largest in the history of the 
workmen’s compensation law.

It is intended that event- 
ually the company shall have a capital of $1,- 
000,000, divided into 100,000 shares of $10 par 
value. The authorized capital at the start 
comprises an issue of 10,000 shares to be sold 
at $15 each, thus yielding a paid-up capital of 
$100,000 and a paid-up surplus of $50,000. The 
promotion expenses are limited to ten per cent. 
It is intended to deposit $100,000 with the 
Insurance Commissioner of Florida. The com- 
pany is to transact all lines of casualty insur- 
ance permissible under the Florida laws, but 
at first the business will be confined to a few 
of the more profitable classes.

writer should break with one broker it means 
that he loses one-eighth of his connections. 
From the underwriter’s point of view, this 


system has one advantage, and that is that the 
underwriter only needs to keep eight accounts, 
and, therefore, his bookkeeping is simplified. 
However, in England the brokers are respon- 
sible to the underwriters for the payment of 
the premiums, but the French brokers have 
no such responsibility. Nominally accounts 
are settled monthly in France, but in practice 
the collection of the premiums is not always 
made promptly. For time risks, the premiums 
are payable at eleven months from the com- 
mencement of the risk, but sometimes the 
underwriter has to wait twelve or fourteen 
months. In the event of a loss, the underwriter 
has the right to deduct the premium, if unpaid, 
on that particular vessel.

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Thefts of Cars in Kansas 


The Kansas motor car theft insurance rates 
are to take a material jump early in the fall. 
A conference of the general agents of the larger 
companies writing motor car insurance with 
some of the head officers is to be held early in 
August to make a zone system for the State 
and determine the rates for each zone. That 
there will be material increases in the rates 
in every zone is expected from the conference. 
In some Sections, near Kansas City and Wichita, 


it is expected that the theft rates may be 
nearly if not quite doubled. 
W. W. Webb, C. A. Jordan, Kansas general 


agents, and several other writers of motor car 
business have had several conferences recently 
With Frank L, Travis, Insurance Commissioner, 
relative to the proposed increases. The depart- 
ment does not have any authority over the 
rates ordered by the companies, but it has 
been consulted in each phase of the proposition. 

The rapidly increasing number of thefts of 
cars in spite of every activity of the officers 
and various societies to prevent the theft of 
cars is the cause of the proposed increases in 
rates. The companies have found the fire and 
collision business unusually satisfactory in 
every respect, but the theft of a hundred cars 
a month from a single locality has removed all 
chances of profits on the theft end of the busi- 
ness. 

While the stealing of cars is reported with 
greater frequency in some sections than others 
it is a fact that no section is immune. There 
are charges that there are organized gangs of 
motor thieves making a regular business of 
stealing cars. 

It will take at least two years to work out any 
plans for stopping the thieves by enacting 
special laws fixing high penalties for stealing 
cars, and also requiring the seller of a car 
to give an abstract of title to the buyer when 
the deal is made. This is regarded as the most 
effective method of stopping the stealing of 
cars, and even this would be only partially 
effective unless it becomes the general prac- 
tice in all States.
